Ruins Yield

Boston, Mass., July 56.—(#)—The

t. midnight thirty-nine bodies had 
been recovered, twenty-nine of which 
had been identified. 

Seven Are Women. 

No one knew how many more might 
be found. Sixteen persons were in 
hospitals, four of them seriously hurt. 
Seven of those ideritified were women. 

Among the bodies recovered tonight 
was that of Police In tor Benjamin 
Alexander. He was believed to have 
been in the club looking for a mem- 
ber of the underworld. His police 
pistol was found beside his body. The 
body of a patrolman, Paul Halloran, 
also was recovered today. 

Most of the bodies found tonight 
were in an excavation alongside the 
old five story Dreyfus hotel building, 
which housed the Pickwick club. They 
had been thrown with the wreckage 
into a depth of 15 or 20 feet below 
street level and firemen had to dig 
through a mass of débris to reach 
them. A trench not more than a dozen 
feet wide had been opened up. 

Huge searchlights, placed over the 
tops of surrounding buildings, cast a 
glare over the grimy firemen who dug 
at their gruesome task.

ITALY URGED TO 


ASK MORATORIUM 
ON U.S. WAR DEBT 


ROME, Italy, July 6.—)—Com- 
menting on the debt situation, the 


change should Italy be called on to 
repay her debts. It argues that it 
would be absurd to demand the rate 
prevailing when the loan was made, 
because Italy received neither the 


American nor the British loan in dol- 
lars or sterling, but in raw material. 
Thus, says the paper, if Italy must pay 
at present rate of exchange the loan 
will have quadrupled in amount. 

The Messaggerio urges the reason- 
ableness of a ten year moratorium at 
least, thus giving Italy an opportunity 
to bring her economic status, and con- 
sequently her currency, back to what 
it was when the loan was made and 
then perhaps it would be possible to 
begin normal payments. The paper 
alludes to the lenient terms accorded 
Germany when the mark collapsed and 
asks if a nation which fought for the 
common cause with the rest of the 
allies should be given less generous

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Its local and spiritual sig- 
nificance to the population of three 
millions dwelling within view of its 
crowning finials is expressed in the 
hymning words from John Ruskin's 
“Seven Lamps of Architecture — in 
the section of that epochal work called 
“The Lamp of Memory —which are 
reverently inlaid upon the floor of the 
tower’s great entrance hall. The pas- 
sage reads: 

Therefore when we. » build, let us 
think that we build forever. Let it 
not be for present delight, nor for 
present use alone; let it be such 
work as our descendants will 
thank us for, and let us think, as 
we lay stone on stone, that a time 
is to come when those stones will 
be held sacred because our hands 
have touched them, and that men 
will say as they look upon the 
labor and-wrought substance of 
them, “See! this our fathers did 
for us.” 


/Milton’s Voice Is Heard. / 
Other voices speak to the passerby 
of the aspiration which Tribune Tower 
breathes. The organ voice of John 
Milton takes up the intoning of the 
prophet voice of Ruskin. A few feet 
above the Tower’s corner stone, which 
is visible at the left of the main en- 
trance, is carved on stone a sentence 
from Milton’s “ Areopagitica” or 
Speech for the Liberty of Unlicensed 
Printing.“ an utterance which Pres- 
cott called the most splendid argu- 
ment, perhaps, the world had then 
witnessed in behalf of intellectual lib- 
erty.” ‘Tis now nearly three cen- 
turies old, but it is as vibrant and as 
vital today as it was in the reign of 
Charles. These words from the plea 
have been chiseled on the Tower: 
Give me liberty to know, to 
utter and to argue freely accord- 
ing to my conscience, above all 
other liberties. 


A poet in his thirty-sixth year 
wrote that, and it speaks with stern 
admonition. to our time because John 
Milton in addition to being a poet 
was a visioned publicist. Far aloft, 
in the office of one of our chiefs, 
the present speaks pithily back to 
Milton in lines composed by the chief 
and carved above a massive mantel- 
piece on the twenty-fourth floor. They 
are his definition of the modern news- 
paper's obligation and opportunity: 

The newspaper is an Institution 
developed by modern civilization’ 

to present the News of the day, to 
foster Commerce and It try, to 

inform and lead Public Opinion, 
and to furnish that check upon 

Government which no Constitu- 

tion has ever been able to provide. 


Epitome of City’s Adventure. 
Such are the esthetic and the jour- 
nalistic ideals of which this new edi- 
fice is an epitome. It is likewise an

epitome of that magnificent adventure, 


the upbuilding of Chicago, from the 
very heart of whose first settled por- 
tion the Tower rises. It symbolizes for 
the readers of the first issues of Tun 
TRIBUNE, a handful of whom still are 
living, the paper's journey—short in 
distance but long in time—from the 
clapboarded, two story shanty which 
stood at the northwest corner of Lake 
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eight momentous: decades of gur na- 
tion’s history, a period in which eight- 
een Presidents of the United States 
have done oy work and gone their 


ways. 


There is an even larger view, an even 


longer perspective. 

For, esthetically, Tribune Tower 
links our today with the last decade of 
medisevalism and is a mighty symbol 
of artistic kinship between illustrious 
Rouen on the Seine and our city at 
the foot of Lake Michigan. 


Related to Tower in Rouen. 


‘Tribune Tower is first cousin to the 
tower which is the glory of Rouen. In 
that key city of Normandy at the junc- 
tion of the three rivers there rises to 
a height of 252 feet at.the southwest- 
ern corner of the Cathedral of Notre 
Dame the celebrated Tour de Beurre, a 
perfect specimen of the late Norman 
florid Gothic. Elizabeth Boyle O'Reilly, 
a scholar and devotee who wrote lov- 
ingly of the Tour de Beurre, declared 
it to be the supreme belfry that sprang 
up to commemorate the freeing of 
France from the English yoke. 

The relationship between that tower 
and ours is not fancifyl. Mr. Howells 
makes grateful and specific acknowl- 
edgement of it, saying of his and Mr. 
Hood's design: 

“Tribune Tower was designed to 
rise to the limit allowed ty the Chi- 
cago building code, and, above that 
point to continue with diminishing 
horizontal sections, ending above its 
Gothic tourelles [little towers] and 
finials in a final circular crown or plat- 
form. This description in a way de- 
scribes the design of the famous Tour 
de Beurre at Rouen, and it is a singu- 
lar thing that, while Tribune, Tower

Hood have given. 

The reveal in architeeture is the side 
of an opening for a window (or door- 
way) between the window frame and 
the outer surface of the building's 
wall. The deep revedis—or extraor- 
dinary depth from the outer face of 
the walls of this uilding to its win- 
dows—are what give it the character 
and the thrill of soaring piers and bat- 
tlements. Because this tower is of far 
vaster bulk and greater height than 
any Gothic tower previously erected, it 
was essential to carry its lines aloft 
with undeniable emphasis. Otherwise 
you would behold only bulk and you 
would not be thrilled. 

Hood and Howells solved the prob- 


lem thus created by erfiphdsizing the

field for a united church was made 
this evening by Dr. William Hiram 
Foulkes, pastor of the Old Stone Pres- 


} byterian church of Cleveland, O. 


Dr. Foulkes spoke in Multnomah 
field to an audience of more than 10, 
000, more than 6,000 of whom were 
regular delegates to the international 
gathering of the United Society of 
Christian Endeavor. 

The Christian Endeavor society rep, 
resents 80,000 organizations in 100 de 
nominations and a membership of 4. 
000,000 in practically every country 
in the world. The presiding officer this 
evening was Dr. Francis E. Clark, 
founder of the Christian Endeavor so 
ciety 44 years ago and still president 
of the national and the world society. 

“The bar has been put up against 
the discussion of fundamentalism and 
modernism in the convention,“ Dr. 
Clark announced. 

It is one of the,tragedies of our 
faith that in a day when great union 
movements are sweeping through our 
organized social life, every time union 
is consummated between any of the 
denominations a split always takes 
place, as in the case in Canada where 
in the union of the Congregational, 
Presbyterian, -and Methodist churches, 
a group of Presbyterians held out 
against the union in order to continue 
as a separate denomination.
